Springfield, III., March 28.—In response to 
an urgent appeal from citizens of Shawnee- 
town, Gallatin county, ust below the function 
of the Wabash and Ohio rivers, Gov.

Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—Indiane’s 
flood death tolly remains uncertain tonight. 
All reports confirm a more conservative esti- 
‘mates of the loss of Ute, while panic is at- 
tacking cities in the southern valleys of the 
White and Wabash rivers and all along the 
Ohio as rising waters threaten repetitions of 
the upstate horrors. | 

Sunshine and disappearing waters relieved 
sufferers in the.cities that have been flooded 
and authorities in charge of various localities 
‘tace a great problem in fighting off disease 
before the insistent demands of refugees that 
they be permitted to return to their devas- 
tated homes. . 


Two Towns Quarantined. 
West Indianapolis and Peru were placed 


under the strictest quarantine orders today. 
Thete were four deaths in the Peru court- 
house last night. Much serious suckness 
among refugees from that city today threat- 
ened a greater loss of life than was caused 
by the waters. 

The Indianapoile city board of health late 
today quarantined West Indianapolis after 
ejecting uhundreds of persons who had en- 
tered the flooded district since noon when 
Mayor Shank opened the Oliver avenue and 
West Michigan street bridges to the public. 


Find 16 Bodies at Brookville. 

Sixteen bodies were found in Brookville and 
aiv still were missing today. The flood struck 
that town Monday night with such viglence 
that all wires were swept away and bridges 
were washed out, and no communication 
was with the outside ard until a courier. |.

No bodies were found in West Indianapolis 
after a diligent, all day search, but rescue 
workers assert they saw a number drowned 
and swept away down the river.

‘Establish Close Picket Line. 

City authorities clashed over the admis- 
sion of the public to that section of the city 
and the board of health, acting under ex- 
tensive powers conferred by a law passed by 
the recent general assembly, had Mayor 
Shank rescind his action, then established a 
quarantine, with a close picket line. 

All persons but relief workers are to be 
kept out of the flood districts until good sani- 
tary conditions are established. : 

Ratiread and interurban facilities. both 
paralysed by the flood, were improved dur- 
ing the day anc ample supplies can be sent 
to all stricken dietricts. 

Stirred to fear by the catastrophies in other 
Indiana cities, the newly theratened south- 
ern districts are taking exertme precautions 
against rising waters of the Ohio and other 
rivers, and persons in all danger districts 
have had ample warning of a possible record 
breaking water mark. 


Peril at New Albany. 

New Albany and Evanevfile citizens were 
especially alarmed at the continued rise of 
the Ohio, and all movables were being carried 
to places of certain safety: 

Four drownings were reported from Terre 
Haute, where the Wabash river continued 
rising.. Vincennes is said to be in great 
danger, but all reliable communication with 
that place has been cut off. 

Indiana's worst danger now lies in a wave 
of disease that may*follow the floods. Gov- 
ernment health authorities are reaching the 
northern Wabash valley from Chicago and 
Dr. C. O. Cobb, surgeon general of the Ma- 
rine hospital at Chicago, with a staff of assist- 
ants will aid state and city authorities.

RESCUES MADE 
ALL DAYTON 


Searching Parties Say 
Death List May Not 
Exceed 200. 


FIRES COST NO LWES 


Menace of Disease Among 
Survivors Has Grown 
Lass. 


Dayton, O., March 28.—It now is.esti- 
mated that the loss of life in the Dayton 
flood will not exceed 200, and may even he 
less. This information was brought back 
by life savers who today penetrated nearly 
every section of the city. 

These reports conflict with tae estimate 
made by Dayton’s undertakers, called to- 
gether for a conference tonight. They 
placed the number of dead at 800. They 
reported eighty-two bodies had been recov- 
ered, and now are at various places in the 
eity. 

The loss of life is confined almost entire 
ly to North Dayton, inhabited by foreign- 
ers and laborers; West Dayton, which com- 
“prises distriets of a more substantial char- 
acter, and to Riverdale. 


DAYTON VIEW ESCAPES DEATH. 


In Dayton View and other residence dis- 
tricts there was almost no loss of life, 

Several lives are known to have been lost 
in the business section of the city, but sur- 
vivors rescued today said all of the persous 
who were marooned in the buildings which 
burned following the flood escaped before 
the flames reached them. 

Eight more names were added to the list of 
dead today when Charles Potter, his wife, 
and six children were drowned while at 
tempting to escape from their wrecked home, 
The wagon in which they were being con- 
veyed to a place of safety overturned. 


MENACE OF DIS LESS. 


Disease is the greatest fear of the offi- 
cials in charge of the rescue work, but 
even this peril tonight seems to be les- 
sening. Rumors were spread about the 
city today that epidemics of typhoid fever 
and pneumonia had begun in Riverdale 
and West Dayton. Investigation showed 
these rumors false. Three deaths from 
diphtheria were reported from the er 
of the city.

LIFE SAVERS CRUISE rr. 


The first entrance into the flooded 5 
tricts in south central district wae made 
by the United States life saving crew 
from Louisville. 

The life savers launched their big boat 
in the Miami canal, up which they ertlised 
to Mad river, thence down Mad river to 
the Miami, and thence south to the Stew- 
art street bridge, which is only a short 
distance from the National Cash Register 
plant, where hundreds of refugees are re 
ceiving care. 

At many different points along the route 
stops were made and the crew detoured 
away from the rivers.

Chicago life Saving Crew Returns 
Worn Out—Ordered to Flooded Dis- 


trict Again. 


Two hours after he had arrived home from 
Fort Wayne, Ind., where he and his seven 
men rescued six nurses and sixty-nine chil- 
dred from the county orphan asylum, Capt. 
Frank C. Cartland’ of the government life 
saving station at the mouth of the river 
was ordered to Terre Haute, Ind. 

Tragedy at the orphanage in Fort Wayne 
was followed by hysterical joy upon the ar- 
rival of Capt. Carland’s crew Wednesday. A 
short time before volunteer life savers at- 
tempted to rescue the occupants of the or- 
plan asylum anda rowboat with a nurse and 
four children aboard capsized and all but the 
nurse and one child were drowned. 

Following that fatal accident no further 
attempts to remove the nurses and children 
were made until the arrival of the govern- 
ment life savers. Huddled in one room on 
the top floor of the building, of- which the 
first floor was entirely submerged, the. life 
eavers found sixty-nine children and six 
nurses. But half a scuttle of coal remained 
in the room to give them warmth.

He proposes that the reservoirs be oper- 
‘ated primarily for flood prevention from 
about Nov. 1 to April land foraiding naviga- 
tion the remainder of the year. A study of 
floods in the Ohio valleys shows that 80 per 
éént of them occur between Nov. 1 and April 
1. Those occurring in the summer periods 
are hot as severe or as damaging. 

Government engineers say that, had such 
A reservoir system been in existence, the 
eatastrophies of the last few days would 
havé been averted. The Ohio and Indiana 
communities decided, a couple of years ago, 
to adopt the Leighton plan. a 

They proposed to earry it out by bond issues 

and asked the federal government, because 
of the benefits which would result to naviga- 
tion, to coOdperate by bearing a share of tne 
expense and by authorizing a corps of engi- 
neers to construct and operate the system of 
reservoirs. They urged prompt action be- 
cause the most desirable reservoir sites weie 
in danger of being appropriated by private 
capital for water power development. Con- 
gress did nothing with this appeal. 

Depends on Capacity. 

The waterways commission says that the 
use of reservoirs for the prevention of floods 
is feasible, if the reservoirs are of sufficient 
capacity. 

“Thus far.” says the report, “the im- 
provement of rivers in this country, except in 
the arid regions, has been almost solely for 
the purpose of navigation. The other pur- 
poses have been almost entirely disre- 
garded.” 

The government has pursued the cheapest 
policy of improving streams, but it is time, 
the commission says, for a revolution of this 
policy. 

„The combined benefits from flood preven- 
tion, from additional power development, and 
from a more uniform flow of the stream may 
warrant the adoption of a system of reset- 
voirs which, if intended for any one of these 
purposes alone, would not be practicable.” 


Forest Conservation Effect. 
Forest Coheervation also has its place in 
4 comprehensive flood prevention policy. 

“Tt has been demonstrated that forests 
have a certain effect in minimizing the run 
off of waters whith form floods,” said 
Forester Graves today. Therefore, al- 
though forests cannot wholly prevent floods, 
m to prevent deforestation, particu- 
larly in mountainous regions, should be 
adopted.”

Train service into cities in the flood dis- 
triet is being gradually resumed. Persons 
were able to reach Dayton yesterday on the 
New York Central lines and the Pennsy)- 
va ma carried passengers for Columbus. The 
recession of the Ohio floods in the last day or 
two has enabled the railroads to make tem- 
porary repairs over which accommodation 
trains are operated. 

Trains have entered nearly al) the cities in 
the Indiana flood district, but few passengers 
have Been carried. The Pennsylvania and 
the Nickel Plate are carrying passengers 
from Logansport, Ind. 

The first passengers from Indianapolis came 
in last night on a Big Four train from the 
east. Indianapolis has been isolated eo far 
as train connections are concerned until 
yesterday when the Big Four put tn tempo- 
rary bridges and brought in one train. Two 
trains were sent to Indianapolis by the Big 
Four. 


Service Into Fort Wayne. 

The Pennsyivania resumed practically 
complete service on its Fort Wayne branch. 
The Panhandle trains are operating locally 
and reach to the edge of the flood district. 
With the exception of the Broadway Limited, 
all the traine are leaving on scheduled time 

The Wabash officials issued a statement of 
conditions. The statement says: 

On its through lines from St. Louis to the 
east, the floods in the valley of the Wabash 
river, which resulted in the track being 
washed out at some points between Logans- 
port, Ind.; Peru, Ind., and Fort Wayne, are 
now receding rapidly and repairs to ‘thé 
damage are being rapidly prosecuted. No 
serious damage has been done to bridges and 
good progress will be made in reopening that 
line through central Indiana, 

“In the meantime through business from 
the east and west, normally using this line, 
is being routed by way of Chicago with only 
such delay as is occasioned by the longer 
distance. All Wabash lines to and through 
Chicago are in full opération.” 


Only Repair Trains on Irie. 
No trains are being sent out on the Erie 
execept repair and relief trains. A trainload 
of supplies was taken from Hammond last 
night to the flood sufferers. The supplies 
were collected by the mayor of Hammond, 
loaded on cars there, and the Erie pulled the 
train to Huntington, where the supplies were 
loaded on boats on the Wabésh and éarricd 
Wown the river. 

No passenger trains are being operated on 

the Erie, and probably will not be until Mon- 
day. The belated trains on the Erie which 
were tied up in the flood district have all 
arrived.

Conrad and Others. 


BY HERBERT CAXTON. 

HREE long short stories grouped under 
the title “ TWIXT LAND AND SEA,” 
will be welcomed by the readers of 
Joseph Conrad. They are tales of the 
south seas whose wonder and myetery 

this very greatly gifted writer commands as 
no one else now writing does. Two turn upon 
woman, the tropic passionate woman which 
Conrad contrives to paint simply but, even 
for our temperate northern imaginations, 
convincingly. 

Conrad's art needs no elaborate estimate 
at this time. Por the casual reviewer it 
offers a special difficulty in possessing the 
qualities to the Appearance of which rather 
than the reality an ingenuous and undiscrim- 
inating enthusiasm, has paid tribute of late 
years. Only Conrad’s qualities are deep and 
real. His power is the slow power that never 
thinks to appear powerful.” He has a 
dramatic sence of the primitive and the bar- 
baric that is too sure to pose, to strain. His 
mind is a sailor mind, full of the calm of ge 
and sky spaces and patient, how wonderful- 
ly patient, in its unfolding. There ts noth- 
ing of the Mauretania about it. We voyage 
with him on broader seas than the north 
passage and obey the elemental will of tide 
and calm, of the steady “ trades” and the 
long deep sea billows. 

““rwixt Land and Sea” does not, as its 
publisher rather foolishly declares, “ touch 
the highest point of imaginative and lit- 
erary excellence,” It does not- confirm the 
growing belief that he (conrad! is among 
the greatest of living creative writers,” be- 
cause that beliefafter “Youth,” “ Typhoon,” 
Lord Jim,” could not be confirmed by these 
three tales, which are inferior to his greater 
work, because that belief among many is 
grown and not growing. But “ Twixt Land 
and Sea” is a book to be read.

SHOT UP THE COURTROOM, 


Judge, Prosecuting Attorney, 
and Three Others Slain in 
Free for All Fight. 


Richmond, Va., March 28.—Floyd Alien, 
leader of the outlaw band which shot up the 
Carroll county (Virginia) courthouse early 
this year, when five persons lost their lives, 
and his son Claude were electrocuted here 
this afternoon. 

The aged prisoner was terribly unnerved 
by the delay of six hours in carrying out the 
pentence. The son bore up well. 

It had been planned to exetute the two 
men before sunrise, but there was an un- 
avoidable delay, and it was not until 1:20. 
o'clock this afternoon that Floyd Alen was 
placed in the chair. He was pronounced dead 
at 1:26. 

Claude Swanson Allen was marched to the 
chair at 1:30 and was dead at 1:35. 


Gang Shoots Up Courtroom. 

On the morning of March 14 Floyd Allen 
stood before the bar of the Carroll county 
courthouse at Hillsville to receive sentence 
for his part in aiding the escape of another 
mountaineer from the custody of the sheriff. 
“Members of the Allen famfly were in eourt 
and trouble was thought imminent. 

The jury having announced a verdict of 
guilty, Judge Thornton L. Massie sentenced 
the prisoner to one year at hard labor. With 
the last word of the sentence a crash of fire- 
arms broke from the spectators’ benches, 
Floyd Allen, with a smoking revolver in his 
hand, leaped from the prisoner’s dock and 
soled the rush of the gang toward the door. 


3 Five Died from Bullets. 
When the courtroom was- cleared it was 
found Judge Massie, Commonwealth Attor-

These culminated in the first 
movement's cadenza, which accomplished the 
designed technical display without dissipating 
the atmosphere of the piece. It was beauti- 
fully sustalned in the second movement and 
even in the less important measures of the 
finale. His second choice waa the so-called 
Scotch fantasie of Bruch, also a familiar hum- 
ber of the violinist's repertory. Here again he 
defined standards for the composition, though 
the values of the performance seemed less im- 
pressive than the fresh and surprising beau- 
ties discovered in the Viotti work. The public 
was genuinely enthusiastic, and though the 
Bruch number closed the program, an encore 
Was demanded. Mr. Lare was generously 
disposed and responded with the Saint-Saéns 
“Introduction an Rondo Capriccioss,”

The important orchestral novelties of the 
afternoon were the preludes to act I. and IL 
of Debussy’s “The Martyrdom of St. Sebas- 
tian.”

Mare A. Blumenberg, president of the Mu- 
sical Courier and the Musica! Courier Extra 
Publishing company, is dead in Paris, ac- 
cording to a cablegram received yesterday at 
the office of the publications, 216 South Michi- 
gan avenue. Details of the death have not 
yet been recelv I. 

With Wiliam Geppert. associa editor of 
the Musical Courier Extre, Hu berg, at 
the time of his death, was awaiting trial here 
on three separate charges of crimina) bel, 
one brought by the Lyon & Healy Piano com- 
pany, another by Moritz. Rosenthal, the 


| pianist, for $100,000, and a third by the J. V. 


Steger &-Sons Piano Masufpoturing com- 
pany for $500,000. 


pg Found Guilty. 


On Feb. 27, 1918. Geppert was found guilty 


to two years in the penitentiary and to paya 
fine of $2, Blumenberg was sought dur- 
ing the trial. but it was testified that he was in 
Paris toſa void the suit. 

Garret B. Couchols, former agent of the 
Musical Courier, testifled that he had been 
ordered by William Geppert and Marc Bium- 

enberg to Aorce Steger to come across 
with $50,000 or “ they would turn the batteries 
‘of the paper on him.“ Couchols also tertified 
that he had been instructed to impress upon 

Steger what had been done by the Musical 
Courier Extra in the past to other plano 
houses—namely: the W. W. Kimball com- 


company and others. 


Orders from Blumenberg. 

Relating to his conversation with Blumen- 
berg, Couchols testified that when he said 
the proposed trip to Chicago was distasteful 
to him, Blumenberg anewered: 

„Matters of that kind are of almost daily 
odcurrente With me. Tou are not afraid of 
a meré name or phrase because some one 
chose to call it blackmail, are you? I stand 
back of you with this whale organization. 
Tell this man that he need not necessarily pay 
this $50,000 in a lump sum down. Arrange it 
something like we did with Kimball, whereby 
they are forced to put advertising in our pa- 
pef at the rate of $750 a year.“ 

“TI was to conduct some private investiga- 
tions of my own,“ teetified Couchols, and 
find out if I could anything that was discred- 
able to the career of Steger.“

The Bryan.men among the downstate Dem- 
ocrats also point with pride to the telegram 
as an assurance that it means Senator Elect 
Lewis will be the official dispenser of federal 
patronage, and that National Commi 
Charles Boeschenstein will not be the Illinois 
* referee,” as has been intimated in the 
Washington dispatches, 

The regular organization men who are in 
Springfield are not worried by this point of 
view.

Mr. Woolfolk was found dead tn the dining 
room of his residence at 1208 Maple avenue, 
Evanston, about 11 o’clock Wednesday night 
by bis wife. The entire upper part of his skull 
had been torn away by a discharge of his 
shotgun, which was lying on the floor near 
his body. 


Deputy Corone 

Under direction of a.deputy coroner, a 
verdict of accidental death was given. The 
only witnesses questioned were members of 
the family. 

The deputy coroner, after the inquest, ex- 
pressed doubt that the death was accidental, 
and he reported his suspicione to Coroner 
Hoffman. The coroner sent Dy, H. Burmels- 
ter, one of his staff, to attend the funeral, 
and learned that plans were being made to 
cremate the body at Rosehill, He sent word 
to Dr. Burmeister to go to the cemetery and 
that he would join him there. Going to 
Rosehill, accompanied by his attorney, he 
awaited the arrival of the funeral party. 
When it reached the cemetery he ordered 
the body remoVed to a vauit, and there the 
head was examined. 


Face Not Powder Marked. 

There was no powder mark on the face 
and a careful examination showed there was 
no mark of entrance of the shot, except 
through the mouth,” said Coroner Hoffman.

PURSES TOTAL OVER $2,500,000 


Turf Statistics Show Record Sum Won 
by Running Horses in England/ 
During 1912. 


The Racing Calendar, recently issued, 
which gives statistics of flat racing in Eng- 
land-tor the year 1912, shows 1,749 races 
were run in England and Scotland, which 
were contested by 4,001 horses. In Ireland

Thrifty Paris is not satisfied simply with 
power to condemn more land than 18 needed 
for a publie improvement, and, later, to sell 
the excess at an advanced price. There 
might be some risk in such a speculation, 
and Paris prefers a sure thing. So when a
